IMPACT OF GST ABS statistical series are being impacted to varying degrees as a result of The 
New Tax System (INTS), introduced in Australia from 1 July 2000. TNTS 
included the removal of Wholesale Sales Tax and the introduction of a Goods 
and Services Tax (GST), and as a result, a wide range of ABS data series will 
reflect significant immediate and subsequent impacts. For further information 
see Australian Economic Indicators, July 2000 (Cat. no. 1350.0).
